WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American Cancer Society re­ 
peated today its plea for men 
and women to give up cigarette 
smoking “in order to protect 
themselves against cancer, em­ 
physema and heart disease.” 
“However, those who continue 
the habit should be able to 
choose cigarettes with low tar 
and nicotine in the main stream 
of smoke,” said Dr. Harold S. 
Diehl, the society’s deputy ex ec­ 
utive vice president for re­ 
search and medical affairs. 
Diehl’s statement came as the 
society presented a report at a 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
hearing on rules the FTC has 
proposed for use in testmg ciga- cessive fuel, 
rettes and reporting on their 
nicotine content. 
Besides 
c a n c e r 
society 
spokesmen, representatives of 
the tobacco industry and govN 
emment ex perts are scheduled 
to testify at the hearing. 
Diehl said the society is con­ 
vinced that “it is in the interest 
of health to provide the public, 
with information as to the tar' 
and nicotine content of the 
smoke of the various brands of 
cigarettes 
on 
the 
American 
market.” 
The testmg is ex pected to be 
done by machines that puff on 
cigarettes as a person docs. Aft­ 
er a measured amount of sinoke 
passes through a filter, the filter 
is weighed to determine the 
amount of residue present. 
Among points to be decided 
are the butt length to which test 
cigarettes are smoked, the num­ 
ber of cigarettes that should be 
smoked to measure tar and ni­ 
cotine content, hew the test cig­ 
arettes should be selected and 
how the results of the tests 
should be reported to the public. 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice, meanwhile, offered new 
stetistlcs from death records to 
bkck up its claims about the 
elleged health perils of smok­ 
ing, particularly dgaret smok­ 
ing.

The sumptuous villa and its 
gardens began under what is 
now the Piazza di Spagna and 
extended 942 feet, the full length 
of what is now Via Frattina. 


It was wrecked by invading 
Vandals, then covered by the 
silt of floods from the Tiber. 
Every time a sewer or tele­ 
phone tunnel has been dug in 
the area, broken colums and 
parts of mosaic have been 
found.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 
The astronauts’ physician. Dr. 
Charles Berry, says he has 
found nothing so far that would 
prevent men making flights of 
up to one year — long enough to 
go to Mars and back. 
As a matter of fact, he told 
the annual clinical meeting of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion Tuesday, “ man himself 
does not appear to be a barrier 
to the explo.ration of our uni­ 
verse.” 
Dr. Berry, director of medical 
research at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center, Houston, Tex., 
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said “ I’m very optimistic about 
the upcoming Apollo program” 
to land man on the moon in the 
next two or three years. 
“ The success of the Mercury 
and Gemini programs means 
we have already qualified man 
for the Apollo Right,” he said. 
“ The lunar mission will take 
eight days and we’ve already 
had men in orbit 14 days.” 
In a news conference. Dr. 
Berry said, “ I’d like to gradual­ 
ly extend flight times to 30 days, 
60 days and even up to a year- 
checking each time, of course, 
to be sure that it is safe to go 
ahead.” 
He predicted that if there are

to 60 days. “ Virtually every 
adaptive change the human sys­ 
tem would have to make to 
space environment would be 
made by that time,” he said.

DONG HA, South Viet Nani 
(AP) — The United States set 
up antiaircraft g uns just 10 
miles south of the dernilitanzM 
zone today, and top officers said 
they were put there because of 
concern over possible Commu­ 
nist attacks. 
The g uns were placed on a hill 
near Dong Ha, the command* 
headquarters for a combined 
U.S. Marine and South Vietnam­ 
ese army force larg er than an 
American division. 
For several months, Ameri­ 
can 
commanders have been 
talking about the possibility of a 
Communist air attack on the 
hug e Dong Ha military concen­ 
tration that has sprung up sinct 
J uly, althoug h the North Viet­ 
namese are not known to have 
sent their MIG jets into South 
Viet Nam since the war beg an. 
Radar-g uided missiles have 
been set up around Da Nang , 90 
miles south of here, to protect 
that important port and airfield 
from Communist attack. But the 
mushrooming Dong Ha complex 
depended only on jet fig hters 
stationed at Da Nang for protec­ 
tion. 
The new unit which set up its 
g uns here is the Army’s 1st Bat­ 
talion of the 44th Artillery. It 
uses machine g uns mounted on 
the back of trucks: and tracked 
vehicles carrying cannon and 
machine g uns.

Nearly 45.000 
sheep, cattle and pigs had to be 
sho t. 
“ I felt gro ggy o ne day and 
tho ught I was go ing to get a 
do se o f flu,” Brewis said Tues­ 
day. 
“The do cto r examined me and 
saw so me blisters o n my hands 
and mo uth. I tho ught he was 
jo king when he said T might 
have the cattle tro uble. We bo th 
had a go o d laugh. 
“ I was banged into a ho spital 
at Newcastle fo r a week but 
there was no thing much the 
m atter with me. It just seemed 
funny.” 
Tests made at the ho spital 
were fo rwarded to the Ministry 
o f Agriculture’s Animal Disease 
Research Center. 
“The samples we were sent 
unmistakably revealed fo o t and 
mo uth,” Co lin Edwards, secre­ 
tary o f the research center, said 
Tuesday night. 
“ It was the first case po sitive­ 
ly kno wn o f a human being in 
Britain catching the disease. 
Our reco rds go back mo re than 
40 years.”

The delta war prospects are 
bleak, which accounts for the 
reluctance of U.S. planners to 
make any southern move be­ 
fore this time.

Do Smith-Cotton High school grad- 
uates or dropouts have a right to loit­ 
er in and around the building while 
school is in session or more particu­ 
larly during noon intermissions? 


They probably have as much right 
as an adult—providing they are there 
on some legitimate and, we might add, 
some respectable mission. Those who 
come in this manner are not going to 
be challenged by school officials. 
It does seem a shame that reput­ 
able non-students may face the pos­ 
sibility of being accosted concerning 
their mission. If they are they should 
not feel insulted by queries of facul­ 
ty members. 
As in so many cases here is anoth­ 
er one w^herein the majority of good 
citizens may encounter an atmosphere 
of infringement of liberties just be­ 
cause a minority —and a small one at 
that—sets up a repugnant behavior 
pattern which on occasion has extend­ 
ed bey ond the school corridors. 
At noon-time older non-students 
would park in the neighborhood of 
Smith-Cotton and invite the girls into 
their hot rods. 
Some of the scenes 
once were pretty hot to passersby ; 
not only hot but also indelicate to put 
it mildly . 
Then, too, some unwelcome post- 


students developed the idea 
they 
were invulnerable to teacher dis­ 
cipline when they were on school 
property . They created disturbances 
and when admonished against this 
talked sassy and mean even challeng­ 
ing their elders to do something about 
it. Under such conditions with regu­ 
lar stvidepts as onlookers such disor­ 
ders become intolerable. 
So the school officials decided to 
do something about it. 
Now Sedalia has an ordinance, 
prohibiting disturbances in public or 
private schools by y oung people who 
don’t have any better sense, or even 
adults who ought to know better. 
If any unadjusted psy cho wants 
to find out from faculty members 
“whatcha going to do about it?" all he 
has to do is create a disturbance and 
ask the question. The police will give 
the answer. 
For the guilty , the new ordinance 
provides fines of $5.00 to $100.00 or 
up to 90 day s in the city jail, or both 
fine and jail. 
This regulation ought to invite a 
moratorium on defiance of discipline 
or immorality either inside or outside 
the buildings before some legal ex­ 
posure of the culprits occurs to cause 
the disturbers themselves to be dis­ 
turbed.

There is no 
doubt though that the demand for beauty 
keeps the economy moving.

W.ASHINGTON — Whether >ou agree with 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara or 
not. y ou cannot escape the conclusion ttiat 
he IS a remarkable man. He is the first 
Secretary of Defense in history who has 
really run the Defense Department Previ­ 
ous se< retaries merely took orders from the 
Generals and Admirals, but McNamara tells 
them what to do Thev do not tell him. 
There are 
differences 
o f o pinio n and 
ma ny a rg uments, but this is a who leso me 
fitua tiuD. 
Right now a verv’ .significant argument Is 
taking place inside the Pentagon between 
McNamara and the Generals and the Ad- 
muals with Secretary of State Rusk su{>* 
porting the military . It pertains to the all- 
important question of whether the United 
States shall maintain missile superiority 
ever the Soviet Union. 
At present, the U. S. missile program 
aims for a total of 1,700 intercontinental 
ballistic missiles They are able to hurtle 
the Atlantic in less than thirty minutes a nd 
could knock out all Russian cities and then 
tome It's estimated that the United States 
now has a superiority of about 3 to 1 over 
the Soviet Union. And Secretary McNa ma ra 
argues that this is all we need. When 
we 
reach the total of 1,700 missUet 
be la In 
favor of leveling off. 
However, U. S spy satellites have recently 
photographed more than 300 new eonstruc- 
tion sites for Russian intercontinental mlt- 
•iles Previously , the Soviet Union had 300 
missile sites in operation, and if 300 new 
sites are being built, this would make a 
total of 600. Even so, the Russians will still 
be 1 to 3 behind the United States. 
USSR Parity With USA 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff a re inclined te 
view this Russian increase with alarm. But 
McNamara argues inside the Cabinet that, 
if the United States wanta wo rld pea ce, it 
ha s to permit the Russia ns ta eo mt up te 
parity with us. As long as the So v iet UrdOB 
is below parity , there wUl be nervouaneie 
and a chip-on the-shoulder attitude 
in the 
Kremlin. People who are weak make up 
for It by bold talk and irresponsible actions.

ated a treaty whereby the United States 
and England settled their Naval rivalry by 
agreeing on battleship parity Prior to this, 
American and British Navies had been 100- 
y ear-old rivals for supremacy of the high 
seas, dating back to the War of 1812. With 
the W'ashington Naval Treaty of 1921 agree­ 
ing on party , that rivalry ended. The treaty 
also saved both countries 
a lot of money . 
Subsequently battleships became out of 
date and were scrapped, and it’s not bey ond 
the realm of po.ssibility that, with technology 
moving as fast as it is today , missiles also 
may be scrapped. 
The Joint Chiefs argue that the United 
States is safe as long as we have enough 
missiles so Russia will not be tempted to 
jump the gun and knock us cut first. As o| 
now, we have sufficient missiles to retaliate. 
But we would not have enough to retaliate, 
the Joint Chiefs argue, if both eountries 
had missile parity . 
McNamara, however, points to the tro* 
mendous strength of our Polaris submarines 
constantly alert off the European coast. 
Hiding under water, they can fire on Soviet 
cities at a moment's notice. W’hile it’s Jrue 
that Russia has about 150 submarines that 
could hit American cities from offshore, the 
Soviet strength is nowhere near as great 
a a ours. 
Finally , the Secretary of Defense relies 
upon the fact that Russian people have m a ^ 
tremendous economic gains in recent y ears, 
understand the gruesomeness of war better 
than perhaps any other people in the world, 
having suffered 20 million casualties in the 
last war. The Soviet Union wants war less 
than any other major nation. 
The debate is continuing. Secretary el 
Btate Rusk, a hawk compared to McNa­ 
mara. has sided with the military . 
Note — Space scientists have developed 
a n anti-missile missile which they believe 
•o uM ibo o t do wn 
enemy missiles in space 
before they re-enter the etmosphere. This 
iKx ild reduce the risk to the populatkm be­ 
lo w from the explosioo and radiation result­ 
ing from the interception. The new missile 
must be tested, ol course, before the De­ 
fense Department can be sure ef its

WASHINGTON (AP) -- After 
the Republican gains in this 
month’s elections — in Congress 
and in the states — the party 
naturally perked up and began 
dreaming of the possibility of 
winning the presidency in 1968. 
With the Democrats in a bit of 
disarray , with President John­ 
son losing popularity , and with 
the chance the war in Viet Nam 
might last two y ears more, Re- 
IHiblicans began thinking big 
about that next election. 
It could be their best chance 
In y ears. But even the sunniest 
among them knew that any real 
chance depended on melting the 
antagonism between the right 
wing and the moderate and lib­ 
eral Republicans. 
The opposite has just hap­ 
pened. 
The presidential tr>' of the 
right wing’s hero. Sen. Barr>' 
Goldwater, was a disaster in 
1964. 
Now 
Michigan’s 
Gov. 
George Romney . elected to a 
third term this month, was the 
Republican front-runner in the 
polls. 
But Romney had refused to 
support Goldwater in 1964 and 
this left a wound in the party . 
Without full Republican support 
in 1968 his prc^pects would look 
dim. even if he got the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
How could it be healed? By 
some salve, perhaps, plus a lot 
of political maneuvering, politi­ 
cal 
conviction, 
and 
perhaps 
large do.ses of political expedi­ 
ency . 
But with the Republican nom­ 
inating convention still more 
than a y ear and a half away , 
the Republicans seemed to have 
plenty of time to doctor them­ 
selves. 
Then a little more than two 
weeks ago Goldwater said that, 
while he wasn’t closing the door 
on Romney . the Michigan gov­ 
ernor had a lot ol “homework” 
to do with party leaders to atone 
for not endorsing Goldwater in 
1964 
But on the same day Romney 
said, “1 am not interested in

going back and taking a look at 
the past.” Then this week the 
past caught up with both men, 
but hardly in a way to take the 
pain out of that’ wound of two 
y ears ago. 
The New York Times pub­ 
lished a letter Romney sent 
Goldwater six weeks after the 
1964 election, although no one so 
far among the Republicans has 
admitted being the one who 
gave the Times the letter. 
Goldwater accused someone 
of leaking it, say ing “that does 
not serve the best interests of 
our party .” The Romney forces 
denied they did it, the Gold­ 
water fwces denied they did. 
Romney ’s letter was in re­ 
sponse to one from Goldwater 
plainly expressing the latter’s 
irritation, if not anger, over 
Romney ’s failure to endorse 
him. 
' 
“Where were y ou, George,” 
Goldwater asked, “when the 
chips were down and the going 
was hard?” 
Romney ’s letter was a 12-page 
explanation of his position and, 
in the process, was a complaint 
and a criticism of Goldwater 
and of extremism. 
W'hen Goldwater found out 
about publication of the Romney 
letter, he was irritated all over 
again. And no wonder. It im­ 
plied Goldwater didn't know 
what was going on around him 
in 1964. 
But perhaps the most devas­ 
tating 
Romney 
criticism 
of 
Goldwater, who had often been 
accused of “shooting from the 
hip.” was the complaint that 
Goldwater didn’t read the Re­ 
publican party platform in 1964. 
“You were apparently leaving 
many vital things up to others.” 
Romney said. 
Apparently Goldwater never 
had been intensely interested in 
the platform, although that was 
in effect the Republican party ’s 
basis for the campaign and its 
bag of promises if it won. 
Before the party ever tried ta 
put the platform together Gold­ 
water had said he didn’t want 
the usual one — with specific 


promises. He said he wanted 
statements of principles. 
Detailed platforms, he said, 
“are not honest with the Ameri­ 
can people.”

The student today , insecure as 
he may be, has never known the 
financial insecurity of previous 
generations. He has little with 
which to compare or contrast 
his experience.

^veral of America’# most 
successful corporations are ac- 
cutely aware of this. It is no 
secret either that recruiters for 
these companies receive a wel­ 
come from student# while oth­ 
ers are ignored. 
While many companies ad­ 
here — very successfully some­ 
times — to a philosophy that 
y ou must stick to y our last and 
work hard, others are innovat­ 
ing.

The column an­ 
swers questions most fre­ 
quently asked by taxpay ers. 
Q -> I got a small scholarship 
which pay s my tuition costs for 
one semester. 
Does this have 
to be counted as taxable income? 
A — Scholarships are general­ 
ly not taxable. It would be ad­ 
visable to check with y our Dis­ 
trict Director. 
Q — Is a trip to another city 
for medical tieatment deduct­ 
ible? 
A — It is if the trip is primar­ 
ily for, and essential to, medical 
care and not taken for personal 
reasons. 
The 
transportation 
costs will be deductible but not 
the costs of meals and lodging 
unless they are furnished by the 
hospital. 
Q — My boss stopped taking 
out for Social Security . Why ? 
A — Probably 
beicause the 
maximum has been withheld for 
the y ear. Social Security taxes 
are withheld on the first $6,000 
oi wages paid to an employ ee 
by the employ er. 
If y ou have 
already received that amount 
from one employ er no more will 
be withheld by that employ er for 
Social Security for the rest of 
1966 
However, if y ou work for 
more than one employ er during 
the y ear each employ er will 
withhold Social Security taxes on 
the first $6,600 of wages paid to 
y ou. If y our total wages for the 
y ear from whicli Social Security 
taxes were withheld exceed the 
$6.600 maximum, the excess 
withheld may be claimed as a 
credit on y our income tax re­ 
turn. 
Q. — My neighbor is pay ing 
me $25 a week to look after her 
little girl while she is at work. 
Is this money taxable? 
A. Yes it is. 
The income 
should be included with what­ 
ever other income y ou receive 
to 
determine 
whether 
y our 
gross income was $600 or more. 
If y ou file iointly with y our 
husband, the income has to be 
included wiih the return y ou 
file. 
If y ou determine the nature of 
the services and provide them 
in y our own home and the a m­ 
ount y ou receive from y our 
neighbor totals $400 or more for 
die y ear, y ou must file a return 
and pay self-employ ment tax. 
That tax will help y ou build up 
retirement benefits under So­ 
cial Security . 
Q — I’m a salesman and need 
a car to cover my route. Can 
I deduct the purchaiie price of 
the car when I file my return? 
A. — No. However, y ou may 
deduct 10 cents for every mile 
y ou used the car on y our job 
up to 15.000 miles. If y our mile­ 
age exceeds that, the additional 
miles traveled on business may 
be deducted at 7 cents 
a mile. 
Tolls, parking and similar items 
are also d^uctible. 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
Publication 
463 explains the rules and re­ 
strictions regarding the business 
car mileage expense deduction. 
Instead of this method of de­ 
ducting y our business travel ex­ 
penses. y ou may figure the ac­ 
tual operating co.sts of y our car 
for the y ear. This involves de­ 
preciation. gas and oil, insur­ 
ance, repairs and other operat­ 
ing costs. Most taxpay ers find 
tha mileage method easier.
